Resorter SUZUKI: In regard to the conclusion of a treaty dDetweon JaPau 
and THAILAND concerning the territories of TEAILAND, in the areas of 
MALAYA and SHAW, which had been recently referred by the Emeercr for 
deliberation, all the other members as well as myself have been appointed 
to the Investigation Commttee. A committee moeting was neld today and 

Pter fully henring the explanations given by ministers and other offi- 
cials concerned, we have given it cur careful consideration. However, 
gince we did not have the time te iscue a report due to the urgency of 
thie metter, your unzerstanding is reguestod- according to the explana-— 
tion of the Prime lirister, it goes without saving that in order to 
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attein complete victcry in e Greater East asia War and in order to 
complete the estrbdlisennent Greater Zast Asia, it is most necossory 
to make our cooperation with our Zuropoan ellies cleser, and at the 
same time to strengthen more and nore the combination ef verious nations 
and races of Greater Hart Asia, which has our Empire as its center. 
Therefore, our Emvire has consistently engreod in tre relitical guidance 
of Greater Dart Asia under the crest rolicy of first returning her 
settlements and abolishing hor oxtra-territoriel righte in the Republic 
of China, end then recopnizing the indecendence of BURA, etc. And our 
ally, "TKAILAD, under the leadership of Premier PISUN /phenetic/", is 
engaged in joint cperstions te crush. Anerica and England, and woile 
overcoming every difficulty, she is concentrating her sincere efforts 
for the attainment «f our common ein, and is producing good resulte ab 
a true ally of the cmire besed cn tho main purnort of hor offensive 
and defensive miliance with the Empire. In response to this sincerity 
and coepersticn of NEAILAND, and in view cf th lone-cherished desires 
of her people, the Frime Minister has expressed at the vrevious Imperial 
Diet that the Ex nould not beerudge vdditicnal curperetion in the 
development cf ThailAi) Eewever, the Prise Minister considered it 
necessary to out into immcdiate practice the various measures for th 
complete organization and atronethening of the political situation in 
Greater East Asia and to immediately attain fevoratle results, and 

pleo thought it proper to strengthen the positicn cf the "PIBUN 
/phonetic/" Scvernment and to encourace the fighting spirit of the 
peoole of "THAILAND" by first giving them imsediately an outline cf the 
sottlement cr the territory problex of "THAILAND" end publicly announc- 
ing this to a certoin extent. Trerefore, when he met Premier PIB 
/vhonetic/ on hie official trip to THATLAXD, he clerified our country's 
intentions concerning the transfor of the four vrevinces cf "MaLata" 
and tho two provinces of "Saal" to the territory of ThAlwdld as a part 
of the policy of our country which sincerely honed for the vrosper ty 
of THAILAND and her racial development. ‘Mm thnt occasion, the two 
countrios, recoenizinz it proper to conclude a treaty waich would 


definitely; exmress this vi and to netually place the said reas 
under the administretic e MTEAILAND" ag soon as pousidie. ena to

prosecute the common wer against the UPITED STATSS and ENGL end to 
ostrblish GREATER ZaST ASIA based upon noral princiol y the close 
cooveration of the two countries. Hert, in tho +t the Tollowing 
soints have been decided: (1) that Japan sheli -oenize TRAILAND's 
annexation of the states of KEbatay, TREVGGAU, KEDaE end PERURISU 
jononetic/ and their adjacent iglands and the tw> states of Kanon 
/phonetic/ and NONTAN /phonutic/ in the SEAN area and that the bound- 
aries of these areas shell derend upon tre torder lines existing on

but be called a proper measure in view of the present situation, 

the provisions of this treaty, the existence of anything eepeciu Ydy 

objecvsonan.e cannot be acknowledged. Thorefore, the Investigation 
mittee enya sly decided thet it would be best to pass this bill 


as it now stands. 
The above is a report of the results of the investigation.
